At that time a Vulcan jet bomber landed in Lincoln, 
Neh. with Air Marshal Sir Harry Broadhursl. commander 
of the R.\F Bomber Command aboard. The June landing 
was the first time the British jet had landed at L.VFB. 
The aircraft which crashed Friday was a “ routine 
administrative flight,” scheduled to set down at LAFB, 
according to an fl.\F spokesnian. 
From there it was to go to the RAF liaison office at 
Strategic Air Command Headquarters in Omaha. 
Officials said the jet was due In Lincoln at 4:.30 p.m. 
The British planes are frequent visitors to LAFB, the 
spokesman said.

The news re d flashed on the .screen and 
gave a pictu re of a grou p of cars raising 
a clou d of du .st as it boiled down a hot cou n­ 
try road toward a Nebraska town whose 
spires and skyline ro.se a mile or two ahead. 
On top the lead car was a lou d speaker 
and all the cars displayed political banners. 
The voice on the sou nd track noted that 
this Repu blican caravan was hastening to­ 
ward the end of Us sweep of the region. 
The film changed. The caravan stood still 
near the cu rb on the town’s main street. 
The speaker blared mu sic from a phono­ 
graph record. The film changed again, show­ 
ing a U.S. senator, seeking re-election, in 
the midst of a strong speech. 
T he n it 
showed a candidate lor re-election as. gov­ 
ernor fla.shing his famou s grin, pu nctu ating 
a verbal appeal for su pport. 
Then the camera switched to the cu rb. 
Fou r people-only fou r—composed the au ­ 
dience. They were the Democratic tru th 
squ ad whose car trailed the caravan by a 
mile and a half. .\ Denioi ratic candidate lor 
the U.S. .Senate and his colleagu e, the gu ber­ 
natorial candidate, formed the backbone of 


the au dience, all fou r of which stood with 
arms folded, their laces reflecting frowning 
disapproval. The speakers obviou sly were 
not getting throu gh 
When the Democrats’ tu rn came, il was 
even more dismal. Tlie Repu blican candi­ 
dates were not graciou s enou gh to form an 
au dience for their political rivals. T he y 
packed u p their tools and drove off in a 
swiiT of du st, leaving a Democratic candi­ 
date harangu ing one of his owm staff, 
F’u n loving Nebraska mu st have gotten a 
hu ndred yaks ou t of this seeming piece of 
comedy, for it wa.s right ou t of the book of 
a Red Skelton or a Milton Berle. 
Bu t there was something a bit too gnm 
and foreboding abou t it all to warrant any 
lau ghing. 
These candidates may differ in their phil­ 
osophy. bu t they are in earnest, and they 
are self-sacrificing and tliey represent the 
most senou .s meaning of the democratic 
way of life it i.s a sad commentary on Ne­ 
braska thai by its apathy it is making a 
mockery of its most worthy political respon- 
sibilitv.

tions has more olten served as a pu nching 
bag or an instru ment for national gain than 
has it been invoked as a wise and command­ 
ing adju dicator of world problems. 
It seem.s that there is not mu ch to cele­ 
brate The cynicism of history cou ld call it 
jtrst another playback in the tragedy of a 
hu man race that wishes to be enlightened 
and civilized, bu t doesn’t qu ite know' how 
and never qu ite makes it. There have been 
lots of world peace organizations who.se 
landmarks got trampled ou t of existence by 
the next su cceeding war. 
Ru t a hojxdu l peivson can feel otherwi.se. 
'rhou gh lacking in masterfu l deeds the U.N. 
Iia.s .shown remarkable su rvival power in a 
period when ilie will to war has never been 
stronger. There is eveiv reason to believe 
that had il not been for the spirit that ci'eal- 
ed the U.N. and for which that organization 
labors, this vvorki for .some time now wou ld 
have been a bleeding wreck, if one i.s lack­ 
ing enthu siasm tor this 13lh anniversary he 
shou ld tu rn the matter u pside down m order 
to specu late on what the world wou ld have 
been withou t the U.N.
